Great outrages were committed againft both the 
tables ofthe commandements, as appeareth in the 
booke of ludges: for,enery manidid that whih was 
in his owne eyes: Iudg.17.¢> 1 9.cha, The reafon of thefe 
abfurdities is fet out liuely and often in thefe words: 
There was noking in Ifrael. Iudg.17.18, & 19.Chap. by 
which words it is manifeft,that if religious Prince 
had bene in place, Idolatrie and wicked behauiour 
had bene fuppreffed , and the Ifraelites prefled to 
ferue the Lorde. That Princes doe not pafle their 
bounds in this, it is cleare by that which Auguftine 
reporteth ofand commendeth in the King of Baby- 
lon.Contra Crefe.gram.lib.3.cap.s 1. 

The Prince is bound to fanétifie the Sabboth: {fo
